The association for the extension of 
Pastorian Studies in Paris has estab- 
lished scholarships for young scien- 
tists amounting to 360,000 franes and 
is now issuing a_e special Pasteur 
medal as a means of raising additional 
funds for this pvurpose.

Miss Akin Speaks. 

For the first time iu the history of 
the Georgia Ber association a wom- 
an’s voice was heard today. Miss 
Stella Akin, of Savannah, having been 
invited by the program committee to 
make one of the addaresess at the for- 
tieth annual convention. 

Miss Akin chose as 
“Women’s Participation in Public 
Life,” and in coeneluding her paper, 
declared that women, having definitely | 
entered into publie life and govern- 
ment, and having demonstrated their | 
fitness for public office, could be 
counted upon to bear their share of its 
responsibilities and duties. They have 
entered public life to stay, she said. 

Miss Akin spoke as follows,in part: 

“IT have chosen as my topie for the 
address which our committee asked 
me to give, ‘Women's Participation 
in Publie Life.’ 

“It is not such an address that you 
need be afraid to- listen to it. I shal 
really only tell you those things y 
as nen should know. 

“It really isn’t new—this wo 
i participation in publie life. 
have guided the “destinies of the na- 
tion long before the: ballot was given 
to them. Sometimes, and mostly, all 
times, they have had to guide very 
carefully and adroitly, lest the ship of 
stute recognize the feminine touch. 
Then, again, they were forced to 
wield that intluence in a subtle diplo- 
matic way. It tock the wisdom of 
six supreme court judges to know ex- 
actly when to speak and when to be 
silent,
